A Rabbits Revenge

During the clearing operations in 1951 for what is now 
the Happy Camp Airport on the Klamath National For¬ 
est, it fell to my constant companion Shorty, the Fourth 
Assistant Engineer, to insure that all interlopers were 
kept a safe distance from the more senior members of 
the crew. Interlopers, were defined as eagles, hawks, 
snakes, squirrels and rabbits, or anything else that did 
not contribute to the advancement of the work schedule. 
And, from day one, it was apparent that this assignment 
would take up most of her day, for as clearing operations 
progressed, it was evident that we were disturbing all 
forms of wild life that had no been so disturbed since 
hydraulic mining had exposed this relatively flat bedrock 
in the late 1880’s, which was the basis for the ultimate 
airport. 

As more and more bushy acreage was cut and burned, 
the wild life made it’s presence known by scurrying from 
one unbumed pile of brush to another, keeping Shorty 
on her toes. But, it was one rabbit in particular that made 
her life very hectic. He, a large California Jack, was not 
about to be evicted from his homestead by such a ridic¬ 
ulous fourth Assistant Engineer. Throughout the early 
months of summer, it was a constant battle between those 
two antagonists, until it became just too hot after lunch 
to worry about something that could be settled during 
the cooler house of the day. 

One day, as the temperatures began to subside in the 
late afternoon, with the senior members of the crew 
working on the west end of the runway, with Shorty 
remaining at her pond, the rabbit apparently decided that 
it was time to get even. Showing itself much too close 
to Shorty’s headquarters to be ignored, even if it was still 
siesta time. Shorty began the chase that she would live 
to regret. Before the chase had gone more than fifty feet, 
a huge jack rabbit, flopped on it’s back and before Shorty 
could react., this monster drew back it’s powerful rear 
feet and brought them forward with terrific force, it’s 
extended claws ripping Shorty’s right foreleg from the 
shoulder to the elbow, clear to the bone. Terribly wound¬ 
ed, she screamed in severe pain and began an agonizing 
three-legged limp toward me and the crew at the other 
end of the airport. 

When we reached her side, the sight that greeted us 
was pathetic, as the skin and muscle from her upper leg 
hung loose at the elbow and was already covered with 
stinging horse flies. All that I could do at the moment, 
was to sacrifice my shirt, soak it with water from a can¬ 
teen and cover her leg to keep the wound as clean and 
moist as possible pending first aid at the Ranger Station 
and eventual surgery at the Vet’s in Yreka, 73 miles

ly after it opened, in 1977. At birth, Jo Ann had no hand¬ 
icaps. However, she was bom prematurely, weighing 
only 2 lbs., 14 oz. In order to keep her alive, her doctor 
gave Jo Anne large amounts of oxygen while she was 
in the incubator. When her weight got up to about 5 lbs. 
she was released from the hospital with a clean bill of 
health. However, at three months of age, her mother no¬ 
ticed she wasn’t focusing on any thing and became 
alarmed. It was then that it was discovered that the ox¬ 
ygen that had been given to keep her alive had also 
caused her to lose her sight. On a side note, Jo Anne 
mentioned that this occurrence is not that rare, mention¬ 
ing entertainer, Stevie Wonder, had lost his sight this 
way. Jo Anne also received damage to the spatial 
thought processing area of her brain due to the oxygen 
overdose, but as you will see in this article, she has nev¬ 
er let anything stop her from leading an incredible and 
fulfilling life. 

At an early age, Jo Anne demonstrated the fact the she 
was exceptionally gifted in the area of music. She re¬ 
called in our interview, “When I was three years old, I 
amazed my mother by going over to the piano and play¬ 
ing Brahms Lullaby.” She began taking piano lessons 
at age six, at first from a sighted teacher and then from 
a teacher who was also blind. 

There were no schools for the blind in Evanston, Illi¬ 
nois, where Jo Anne was bom. So she began her for¬ 
mal education in a public school. With her daughter’s 
interests at heart, Jo Anne’s mother wanted a program 
for the blind to be instituted at her school. She ap¬ 
proached the Superintendent of Schools proposing a pro¬ 
gram based on a school she greatly admired, Perkins 
School for the Blind in Massachusetts. Her request was 
granted, paving the way for Jo Anne, as well as other 
blind children, to have access to additional tools catered 
to their special needs. Jo Anne learned how to read 
Braille at the age of five. Learning Braille was more than 
a stmggle because of the fact that she had been taught 
to read Braille using her right hand, when in fact she was 
left handed. Someone finally noticed the fact that she 
was left handed, which made the learning process much 
easier. 

When Jo Anne reached the S"* grade, her parents de¬ 
cided it would be best for her to attend a school exclu¬ 
sively for the blind. Thus, Jo Anne moved to Perkins, 
the school on which her mother had based the blind pro¬ 
gram at her public school. Jo Anne stayed at Perkins for 
two years while her parents set their sights on finding a 
place which not only offered an excellent high school 
for the blind, but warmer weather. They decided on 
Arizona School for the Blind and Deaf in Tucson. Jo 
Anne received her high school diploma there and went

Those of you who had known that I was Vancouver-

After quali¬ 
fying in Anaheim to go to the District finals, we played

and very well in the evening session, and presto! We had 
plane tickets to Vancouver. 

The downside of Canada is supposed to be the cold, 
rainy weather, but the fact of the matter is, last Thurs¬ 
day when we left Los Angeles last Thursday afternoon, 
it was extremely dreary and rainy, and the Vancouver 
weather was a huge improvement. The first thing I no¬ 
ticed about Vancouver was how incredibly nice the air¬ 
port is. It’s clean, the architecture is great, there’s plen¬ 
ty of space, it’s not overcrowded. Can’t say enough about 
it. 

So, we needed a lift to the Pan Pacific Hotel (which I 
soon found out is also extremely nice).

We did extremely well in the IMP pairs, and were 
probably in second place overall with one hand to play 
(out of 102 pairs), when I had a complete bidding hallu¬ 
cination for no apparent reason, and cost us what at the 
time looked like a possible first title at a National event. 
As it turned out, there was a pair with a higher score than 
ours (Duplicate bridge is unusual in that you generally 
don’t know the score until the session is over), so we 
were probably heading for second or third place before 
our disaster. 25 almost flawless hands, and one crum¬ 
my one really destroyed our score, but we ended up tied 
for second Flight B team (each player having fewer than 
750 Masterpoints) instead of second overall.

Arcadia s second Town Forum met Tuesday night, 
with a focus on cultural diversity. The first Town Forum,' 
held last year and centered around “What’s Right/Wrong 
With Arcadia?” 
was such a suc¬ 
cess that Mayor 
Gary Kovacic 
formulated a new 
topic and set up 
another panel to 
discuss the issues 
pertaining to cul¬ 
tural diversity.

The panel consisted of Pallavia Gala (“biophysicist 
by training, mother by occupation”), Derek Epps (AHS 
senior), Roberta White (Assistant Recreation Director), 
John McClain (AUSD Board Member), Ed Huang (Plan¬ 
ning Commissioner), Eileen Hubbard (Volunteer of the 
Year and Mayor Kovacic’s Den Mother when he was a 
Cub Scout), David Cheung (Educator and Researcher), 
Martin Plourde (AHS Principal), Eric Tong (AHS Se¬ 
nior), and Patrick Hegarty (Judge, Santa Anita Munici¬ 
pal Court).

Groundbreaking 
for New 
Business 
Center

Groundbreaking will take place Thursday morning, 
April 1st, at the site of the future Riverview Business 
center, a five-building, $13.3 million complex of four 
industrial buildings and a two-story office building at 
Lower Azusa and the 605 in Arcadia. The business cen¬ 
ter, which is being developed by a joint venture of 
McMahon Development Group, LLC, of Solana Beach 
(managing partner) and DWG Enterprises, Inc., will 
feature speculative and build-to-suit facilities ranging 
from 14,000 to 50,030 square feet. 

Russ Pierce, project manager and director of acqui¬ 
sitions for McMahon, noted that the lot has stood vacant 
for several years despite it’s location in a prime commer¬ 
cial area. That vacancy was likely due to the fact that the 
piece is cut off from sewer connections, separated from 
the nearest connection to an Arcadia main by a pit on 
the Rodeffer property. 

Because of the georaphy of the region, the most fea¬ 
sible sewer possibility for the lot was to an El Monte line, 
a possibility that El Monte officials were resistant to. 
That changed recently with the planned expansion of El 
Monte’s Longo Toyota. Critical to that deal for the City 
of El Monte is the acquisition of property currently hous¬ 
ing two County facilities, one for the Agricultural De¬ 
partment, and the other for the Probation Department. 

The Longo deal has fallen through in the past because 
of the County facilities, but an agreement to relocate the 
County offices to the Arcadia property was approved, 
at which point El Monte became more amenable to con¬ 
necting the sewer line. 

As a result, not only is the deal possible, but one of 
the lots has been pre-sold to the El Monte Community 
Redevelopment Agency, which will turn around and sell 
it to the County. The lots get sewer hookups, McMahon 
gets a sale, and El Monte gets an expanded auto dealer¬ 
ship. 

“I’m really excited about this,” said Pierce. “I think 
it’s going to be a really successful deal for everybody.” 

The parcel is 9.2 acres, and the project’s tentative tract 
map has been approved. The subdivision agreement is 
also in place, and all systems are apparently go for what 
will be the City’s second largest project after the rede¬ 
velopment of Santa Anita Race Track. 

“It’s a good location, and we’re providing something 
for everyone with the different sizes. We don’t want to 
duplicate our efforts, but rather to appeal to different 
needs,” Pierce said. 

Sterling Construction, Inc., the contractor, estimates 
that construction will be completed on the office build¬ 
ing by October. 


ways been multi-cultural, being built by immigrants, and 
with seven signers of the Declaration of Independence 
being bom on foreign soil. When Kovacic graduated 
from AHS in 1969, however, the school did not mirror 
that diversity. “I could count on one hand the classmates 
I had who were not Caucasian,” he said. Now, however, 
Arcadia’s student population is 53.9% Asian, and an¬ 


other 12% non-white. “Many are able to embrace that 
diversity, but others have difficulties doing so,” he said. 

In response to the question ‘How is that diversity 
positive?” Plourde quoted Mark Twain, who said that he 
never learned anything by talking to anyone who agreed 
with him. “I learn so much from the students at AHS 
because of the way they see the world, which is much 
different from the way I, as a high school principal, see 
it,” Plourde said.

Roncelli said. 


One audience member, in response to a question 
about whether diversity improved the schools, said, 
“Absolutely!” He related a story of how how he ex¬ 
pressed his concern to his children about the peer pres¬ 
sure to “dumb down” in school. “Don’t worry dad,” he 
was told. “At our school, it’s cool to be smart.” 

Plourde, asked about segregation or culture clash at 
the AHS campus, said, “If you walk on campus at lunch, 
you’ll see a lot of de facto .segregation, but I think that’s 
normal. It’s human nature to want to be around people 
who are like you. If you look under the surface, it’s re¬ 
ally about creating a comfort level.” 

Tong noted that AHS holds regular “Diversity Sum¬ 
mits,” meetings where a cross section of students from 
different subcultures take a day to meet off campus and 
discuss ideas on race and discrimination, and formulate 
action plans. “It really extends your comfort zone,” Tong 
noted. 

Epps added that “Unity week,” which focuses on di¬ 
versity at the school level, stemmed from a Diversity 
Summit. 


McClain added that within the school system, ways 
are constantly sought out for diversification. Athletics, 
band, and drama result in a natural blending of students 
from different backgrounds. 

Kovacic turned from schools to land use issues, bring¬ 
ing up mansionization, which he noted has been per¬ 
ceived as an “Asian problem.” Huang, who in addition 
to being on the Planning Commission is a professional 
planner, noted that nationwide, the average house is 
getting larger, while the average household is getting 
smaller. “It (mansionization) is a California phenom¬ 
enon, or a United States phenomenon. It’s not an Arcadir 
problem. Everybody wants to live in a bigger house.” 

Brought up by many panelists and audience members 
alike, as well as Kovacic, was the belief that it’s the re¬ 
sponsibility of individuals to make it a point to go be¬ 
yond their own comfort zone and meet their neighbors.

Ann Epps, 
mother of

son as if to say, ‘You don’t belong here.’ Look to say, 
‘Can I help you’?” she urged. 

The two hours went quickly, with not all of the an¬ 
swers reached, but many of the questions asked. Kovacic 
concluded by urging Arcadians to stay involved, and let 
each of the panelists make a concluding statement. Those 
statements are highlighted here.

“It’s for all ages, and it doesn’t take a lot of coordi¬ 
nation, but it does take some fitness,” Miller notes. Her 
students range from high school kids to adults in their 
40’s. “I’ve been getting 25-35 in my classes, and they’re 
really enjoying it,” she says. 

Kick Groove classes are taught on Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays, and Thursdays at Arcadia All Pro, by 
Miller, who is a foothills native, Lida Memarian, and 
Arcadia’s Jackie Oakley. 

It’s Tuesday night. The group trickles in for Miller’s 
class. She stretches, preparing for the session while new 
and returning class members enter. She turns up the 
music, a loud, pumping, driving mix of hip-hop cuts. 
Music to work to. 

The class starts relatively slowly, with 10 minutes of 
warmup. Relatively, because some stamina is required 
for the warmup. Like she says, it’s not for everyone. She 
stretches, and the students stretch with her. They have 
different degrees of limbemess, varying levels of car¬ 
diovascular' fitness. One man does a full split effortlessly, 
readying his legs for the kicks to come; another is con¬ 
tent to touch his knees.

on to further her education at Tuller Episcopal College 
in Tucson. While in college, she learned how to use a 
cane. Jo Anne mentioned that children now leam how 
to use a cane as early as five or six years old. 

Jo Anne received her AA degree from Tuller, with an 
emphasis on two of her loves - Russian Language and 
Russian Literature. She also took classes in music ap¬ 
preciation at the University of Arizona. And to this day, 
she remains a fan of the “Wildcats” football team. 

From Tucson, Jo Anne moved to C.L.I.M.B. A long¬ 
time family friend, whose daughter was also blind and 
intending to enroll at C.L.I.M.B, convinced her father it 
would be ar excellent opportunity for Jo Anne. Thus, on 
August 24, 1977, Jo Anne joined her childhood friend 
as a roommate at C.L.I.M.B., also know as the Center 
for Living Independence for the Multi-Handicapped 
Blind. 

Jo Anne recalled the history of C.L.I.M.B. for me in 
our interview as she holds the place very dear to her 
heart. A gentleman named Bill Young, who had been in 
the field for many years, founded C.L.I.M.B. As Prin¬ 
cipal of the Special Education Department for the Foun¬ 
dation for the Junior Blind in Los Angeles, he had been 
in a search for of a location to establish the center for 
some time. The property that is now C.L.I.M.B. was 
deemed ideal to Bill, because of its safe location and easy 
access to the community for its future students. The 
price offered was right as well, with no competing bids. 
The facility had been a convalescent hospital, shut down 
by the Health Department, and left in need of man y re¬ 
pairs. After purchasing the property, Bill’s next hurdle 
was getting approval from the city council. “The coun¬ 
cil was terrified,” Jo Anne recalled. They were afraid 
of lawsuits; in the event a resident from C.L.I.M.B. got 
hurt while walking around town. Bill assured the coun¬ 
cil that blind people could travel as well as anybody and 
that there would be no lawsuits. The council was also 
afraid he would want auditory traffic signals, which they 
couldn’t afford to have installed. He assured them that 
he didn’t. His request to open C.L.I.M.B. was then 
granted, with a license issued for a maximum capacity 
of 36 students. As demand grew, the capacity was even¬ 
tually extended to 40. 

From 1977 until 1985, Jo Anne lived at the center, 
becoming more independent as each year went by. In 
November of 1985, Jo Anne was ready to be on her own. 
She moved to a house, located directly behind

C.L.I.M.B., which had been purchased by Bill Young 
for C.L.I.M.B. students who had attained the ability to 
live completely on their own. Her longtime childhood 
friend who had been her roommate at C.L.I.M.B. for 
many years joined her there, along with one other indi¬ 
vidual. Though on her own for the past 14 years, Jo Anne 
maintains a very close relationship with the center. She 
has been a longtime representative of the students at the 
center on the C.L.I.M.B. Board of Directors. Bill Young 
had invited Jo Anne to be on the Board because he felt 
it was important to have a member who could voice the 
needs and desires of the students. Playing piano with the 
C.L.I.M.B. Serenaders, Jo Anne performs at the Skilled 
Nursing Facility, just down the street, once a week. She 
also enjoys having breakfast at C.L.I.M.B. on a daily 
basis. ‘The food is very good,” she commented. Other 
highlights with C.L.I.M.B. have been the summer camps 
in Malibu and involvement with the Special Olympics. 
“It was fun meeting all of the celebrities at the Special 
Olympics,” she recalled. 

Prior to our interview, Jo Anne had agreed to take me 
through town with her to show me how she gets around. 
However, on the day I met her for the interview, there 
was no where in particular close by that she needed to 
go. She did need to go to the post office, however, to 
mail a package to a fifteen-year-old girl in the Domini¬ 
can Republic whom she corresponds with through World 
Vision. Thus, I offered gladly to give her a ride. Not 
quite sure if I should offer help to Jo Anne in getting in 
and out of my car, I quickly found that she needed no 
help whatsoever.
